The 
lines were hanging up as evidence 
that Mr. Wolf did not have hold of 
them before he fell, or wa.s thrown, 
out of the wagon. A light, which was 
usually burning on the front of the 
wagon, was not burning when the 
mules were stopped.

who has to pay them—but taxes in 
some communities are much higher 
than in others. 
If you have ever 


stopped to investigate the matter you 
have discovered that the lowest taxes 
are found in the most prosperous com- 
munities. And there's a reason. 


The prosperous community has the 


lowest taxes because there is a large 
amount of wealth in the community 
against which the taxes may be as- 
sessed. 
There are prosperous mer- 


chants with large stocks of goods up- 
on which taxes are levied. Property 
values are high and there are thriving 
Industries which pay a large propor- 
tion of the taxes. 


The higher the property values, an<3 


the greater the wealth of the commu- 
nity the lower are the tax levies, for a 
lower tax on each hundred dollars of 
valuation is required to produce the 
necessary revenue for the administra- 
tion of the city and county govern- 
ments. 


Other Taxes Are Raised. 


On the other hand, take a dead town. 


Property values are low. Merchants1 
stocks are small and they have little 
money in the bank. Industries which 
ordinarily pay a large part of the taxes 
of a community have closed down. 
There are vacant store buildings which 
were formerly filled with stocks of 
merchandise upon which the owners 
paid heavy taxes. Who pays the taxes 
that were once paid by the mechants, 
the manufacturers, the bankers and 
the men who had large holdings of 
high-priced property! 
The taxes to 


conduct the city and county govern- 
ments, to maintain the schools, to build 
and repair the roads must be collect* 
ed from someone. Who pays them 7 
The man who owns his little home or 
the vacant lot or two upon which he 
has been planning to build hi* home 
must pay double or triple the amount 
which he paid in the time* when th« 
town was prosperous, to make up for 
the taxes which are jiot. paid now by 


the merchants, the bankers, the manu- 
facturers aad the big property owners 
who bore the heaviest burdens of tax- 
ation when times were good. 


The farmers in the country sur- 


rounding the town are also among the 
heaviest sufferers from the ebbing of 
the town's prosperity. 
A certain 


amount of money must be raised by 
taxation to provide for the expenses 
of the county. 
Roads must be built 


and kept in repair. Bridges must be 
built and maintained. 
Salaries of 


county olh'cers must be paid. County 
Institutions for the care of, the sick 
'and the poor must be maintained. I« 
•counties^'which contain one or more 
'thriving towns, a large proportion of 
the taxes for the county are paid by 
the towns. The greater the wealth 
of the towns and the higher the prop- 
erty valuations, the lower the tax^levy 
for the entire county. When the" tax 
levy is low the burden placed upon the 
farmer is light. •*"e*- • 
• 


Burden Falls on Farmer. 


When the county contains no pros- 


perous and wealthy towns, the greater 
part of the burden of taxation for the 
county falls upon the farmer. 
The 


value of the farmer's property does not 
fall in proportion to the value of the 
property in the town and the higher 
tax levy that results from the lower 
property values in the towns makes 
his taxes higher.

Her first crop put her, as 


she tells the story, "on Easy street." 
In ten years she had a herd of 60 
pure-bred Holstein cattle and was op- 
erating a prosperous dairy. 
A fine 


residence has supplanted the sod hut. 
"I milked my cows, raised my cattle, 
cut hay and stacked It all by myself," 
said Mrs. Blackburn. 
"I started on 


bare prairie with no money, and made 
good. I worked hard, but the experi- 
ance was wonderful." 


It has generally been conceded that 


farming is a man's job. It has long 
been considered that a woman's place 
on the farm was in the house, with a 
few attendant duties, looking after the 
chickens and the garden. But times 
are changing.

nine initiative, there are two young 
Indies farming extensively and with 
good profit too, in Western Canada. 
Some years ago a family located a 160- 
acre farm in t le Oak Lake district, 
Manitoba. Later the father died, leav- 
ing his two daughters and aged wife a 
mortgaged quarter section. Instead of 
selling the efforts and moving to town 
to take employment, the girls decided 
to work the place. 


While the mother looked after the 


household duties the daughters did the 
farm work. They did the plowing, har- 
rowing, seeding, haying, harvesting, 
stocking, feeding and other farm oper- 
ations. (Excepf at threshing time, the 
getting out of wood, the help of man 
was never sought. Instead of a 1GO- 
a»;re place, with seven horses and ten 
cattle, which they started with, they

/ dred head of cattle, mostly pure-breds.

Mrs. Blackburn 
homestended

quarter section in 1902. 
She had two 
Holstein 
heifers, a bull, and $17 in 
cash. 
She lived In a tent the

summer and in a sod shack in

winter.

first 
crop put her, 
as 
she tells the stnry, 
Easy street." 
In ten years she had a herd of 60 
pure-bred Holstein cattle and was op- 
erating a prosperous 
dairy.
